Wc  publish  below  Ike  a.Mre.ss  of  Gen.  Slier- 
man  to  liis  brave  soldiers,  in  which  iie  brief- 
ly recites  the  conspicuous  part  they  have 
borne  in  Gen.  Grant's  successful  campaign. 
-It  is  the  noble  words  frotn  the  heart  of  a 
brave  general  to  his  glorious  soldiers  who 
iu-slv  honor  him  : 

Himd-qr's  16th  Army  Corps,  Dkpartment  | 
Of  tiii  Tennessee,  Camp  on  Bio  Black  > 
River,  Miss.,  July  27,  186:1.  J 

To  the  Officers  and  Soldiers  of  the  fifteenth 
Army  Corps. 
When,  in  the  progress  of  war,  time  and 
opportunity  present  a  favorable  occasion,  it 
is  well  we  shouM  pause  and  reflect  upon  the 
past. 

In  November  of  last  year  we  were  most- 
ly at  Helena  and  Memphis.  The  enemy 
lav  in  force  behind  intrenchments  of  his 
own  choice,  at  the  Tallahatchie,  boastful 
of  his  power  anJ  strength,  defiant  and  insult- 
in  a  in  iiis  tone.  1  n  combination  with  our  fel- 
low soldiers  of  the  Army  ol  the  Tennessee,  we 
advanced  directly  against  him,  whilst  a  (orce 
from  Helena  thrust  laterally  at  Grenada, 
made  him  leave  in  haste  and  conlusiou  and 
fall  behind  the  Yallabusha  and  the  Yazoo, 
with  Yicksburg  ami  its  Frowning  hills  ami 
batteries,  as  his  impregnable  stronghold.  It 
then  became  our  part  of  the  grand  drama  to 
strike  this  stronghold,  and  we  moved  against 
it  with  expedition  and  a  firm  resolution  to 
succeed.  But  there  are  in  war  as  in  peace, 
limits  to  thepowerof  the  bravest  men,  ami 
we  failed  to  carry  by  a  Jwsh  the  line  of  blurt's 
and  forts  that  had  been  prepared  with  acon- 
sumate  art  and  defended  by  a  brave  and 
skillful  enemy.  Not  daunted,  we  drew  oil 
10  prepare  anew  lor  a  more  powerful  blow. 
Time  ottering  the  opportunity,  instead  await- 
ing in  idleness,  we  turned  against  Arkansas 
Fost,  and  by  a  quick  and  skillful  movement 
we  reduced  anil  captured  Fort  Hindman, 
with  all  its  garrison  ami  material  of  war 
Then  returninj  to  the  original  purpose  of 
the  campaign,  we  were  again  at  Young, s 
Point,  and  began  tiiat  series  of  preparations 
which  has  resulted  in  final  success.  The 
labor  and  toil  uf  those  d  irk  and  gloomy 
months  were  not  spent  in  vain. 

The  gunboat  fleet,  commanded  by  Admir- 
al Porter,  explored  every  bayou  and  creek 
of  the  network  of  streams  that  afforded  any 
chance  of  reaching  the  land  above  Yicks 
burg,  and  it  was  our  pleasing  task,  when,  in 
March  last,  during  one  ol  these  expeditions, 
when  the  salely  of  the  gunboat  fleet  was 
threatened,  to  hasten  through  the  water  ami 
swamp;  and  canelirake  and  storm  to  its  as- 
sistance, and  we  now  know  that  to  the  labor 
and  energy  then  displayed  the  country  owes 
to  us,  in  a  great  measure,  the  safety  of  the 
iron  clads  which  have  done  so  much  to  open 
the  Mississippi. 

At  last,  when  it  was  demonstrated  that 
nature  and  art  had  made  Vicksburg  impreg- 
nable from  the  river,  on  its  north  side,  ami 
our  General  had  resolved  to  reach  it  from 
the  south,  we  aided  much  in  passing  tbs  nec- 
essary fleet  of  boats  below  Vicksburg,  and 
when  the  first  battle  was  to  begin  at  Grand 
Gulf,  we  had  the  important  and  ungrateful 
ta-k  of  deceiving  our  enemy  by  a  feigned  at- 
tack on  Haines  Blurt'.  That  faint  or  diver- 
sion was  perfectly  successful,  and  for  weeks 
we  succeeded  admirably  in  confusing  and 
di  ite+v-ittif-*!**'-  enemy  as  to  our  purposes,  and 
contributed  largely  thereby  in  gaining  a  sue 
cessful  foothold  on  the  laud  below  Vicksburg 
Then,  by  a  rapid  march,  we  over  took  our 
comrades,  and  with  them  swept  the  enemy 
belore  us  to  Jackson,  and  back  again  to 
Vicksburg,  reaching,  after  unexampled  skill, 
the  very  points  we  had  aimed  to  secure  in 
December. 

Of  the  siege  of  Vicksburg  it  ill  becomes 
your  Commander  now  to  speak.  That  the 
|5tll  army  Corps  performed  its  full  share  of 
labor  and  fighting,  our  General  in  Chief  has 
borne  lull  testimony,  and  our  colors  will  ev- 
er bear,  in  proud  remembrance  of  that  great 
historical  event,  the  appropriate  mark.  But 
before  the  fall  of  that  city,  one  of  the  most 
skillnl  Generals  of  the  mighty  rebellion  was 
known  to  be  hurrying  to  our  rear  with  n 
large  army,  threatening  our  safety,  and 
boasting  that  lie  would  not  only  relieve  his 
comrades  of  ihe  beleaguered  city,  but  de- 
stroy and  annihilate  our  army.  Wc  were,  in 
part,  called  from  our  trenches  to  watch  this 
dangerous  enemy,  and  it  is  known  that  our 
watchfulness  battled  his  purposes,  anil  when 
at  last,  011  the  very  birthday  of  out  nation, 
Vicksburg  sunk  helpless  and  a  penitent  into 
our  military  power,  we  were  called  on,  with- 
out rest,  to  drop  the  pick  and  seize  the  urns 
ket  and  drive  away  that  army  which  had 
insolently  threatened  our  very  existence.  His 
lory  affords  few  parallels  o*'  the  rapidity  and 
success  ol  this  march.  Vicksburg  surren- 
dered on  the  4th  ol  July.  We  crossed  Black 
river  on  the  6th,  and  on  the  Sth  we  had 
forced  the  enemy  to  take  refuge  behind  his 
trenches  at  Jackson.  Again,  wo  had  to  re- 
sort to  the  pick  and  shovel,  but  our  enemy, 
reading  his  ceartain  doom  in  the  fate  of 
Vicksburg,  availed  himself  of  the  cover  of 
night  and  fled  across  Pearl  Kiver,  and  the 
Valley  of  the  Mississippi  became  at  last  free 
of  the  presence  of  a  hostile  army  ! 

Having  then  destroyed  the  great  Central 
Kailroad  for  one  hundred  miles  in  extent, 
and  thereby  .made  it  useless  to  our  foe,  in 
after  campaigns,  we  have  quietly  returned  to 
our  camps  and  supplies,  ready  for  any  new 
events  that  may  require  our  services. 

Your  commander,  in  thus  briefly  reciting 
the  events  of  the  past  seven  months,  thinks 
in  them  every  officer  and  man  has  good 
reason  to  flatter  himself  that  in  producing 
this  grand  result  he  has  borne  a  part  In 
after  years  it  will  be  the  subject  of  pride  to 
himself  and  children;  and  wc  know  how  our 
fellow-countrymen  were  wild  with  joy  when 
the  telegraph  spread  the  good  tidings  that 
the  Mississippi  was  again  made  free  by  the 
courage  and  perseverance  of  their  brave  vol- 
unteers, and  that  once  more  every  American 
could  steam  up  and  down  this  majestic  riv- 
er without  fearing  the  hissing  shell  or  whiz-' 
zing  bullet  of  a  foe  from  its  ambushed  shore. 

Let  the  magnificent  result  give  to  all  new- 
hope  and  assurance  that  by  discipline,  by 
patient  industry,  by  courage  and  confidence 
in  our  country  and  cause,  the  United  States 
of  America  will,  instead  of  sinking  into 
Mexican  anarchy,  arise  with  proud  honor 
and  glory,  and  become  what  Washington 
designated  it — the  freest  and  best  regulated 
government  on  earth.

"TheSuIlan's  conditions,  as  slated  by  Aali 
Pacha,  his  Minister  of  Foreign  Affairs,  in  a 
note  dated  April  6th,  were  three  in  number 
He  required  that  the  complete  neutrality  ol 
the  canal  should  be  guarantied  by  interna- 
tional stipulations;  that  the  use  of  forced 
labor  in  the  execution  of  the  works  must 
cease;  and  lastly  that  the  company  must 
abandon  its  claim  10  certain  large  tracts  of 
iand  presented  to  them  by  the  late  Viceroy. 
These  lands  were  adjoining  the  fresh-water 
canal  which  is  built  as  a  feeder  from  the 
principal  line  into  the  Scriptural  land  of 
Goshen 

••These  requirements  of  the  Sultan  were 
formally  brought  under  the  consideration  of 
the  English  and  French  Governments  last 
spring;  negotiations  have  since  taken  place, 
and  we  are  now  informed  that  an  understand- 
ing has  fceVn  established  between  all  the  pat- 
lies.  On  the  point  to  which  the  British  have 
(either  sincerely  or  for  effect) always  attach- 
ed most  importance,  the  employment  of  fore 
ed  labor,  the  agreement  that  has  been  made 
is  scarcely  satisfactory.  The  complaint  of 
the  Sultan  was  that,  in  opposition  to  therule 
of  Turkish  administration  and  the  Viceroy's 
decree  against  forced  labor,  the  works  of  the 
canal  were  being  carried  on  by  forced  labor 
alone.    Aali  Pacha  wrote: 

"The  Egyptian  administration  forces  20,000 
men  per  month  to  abandon  their  families  and 
their  callings  to  work  at  this  canal.  These  men 
at  the  end  of  their  term  of  labor  are  left  to  return 
to  their  families  at  their  own  cost,  and  most  of 
them  have  v  ery  long  distances  to  go,  to  say  noth- 
ing of  the  loss  which  they  suffer  from  tho  oompul- 
sory  neglect  of  their  interests.  The  number  of 
hands  thus  divevted  from  agriculture,  manufac- 
tures, and  commerce  is  nor  limited  to  twenty  thou- 
sand. While  twenty  thousand' are  at. 'Work,  as 
many  as  forty  thousand  are  always  on  the  road, 
or  preparing  to  set  oat,  to  that  rixty  thousand 
men  are  permanently  abstracted  from  their  homes 
an  1  business." 

"  The  new  arrangment  will  not  absolutely 
put  an  end  to  this  wrong.  The  Cellars  are 
still  to  be  take  from  their  homes,  but  in  mit- 
igation of  the  injustice  done  them  they  are 
to  be  paid  higher  wages.  It  is  to  be  presum- 
ed that  in  consequence  of  the  engagements 
which  Ismail  Pacha  inherited  from'  former 
Viceroys,  this  amelioration  was  all  that  he 
was  able  to  stipulate  lor  his  subjects.    .  .. 

"The  next  point,  the  neutrality  of  tho  ca- 
nal, has  been  accepted  by- the  French  Gov-' 
eminent  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Sultan*. 
The  remaining  question,  that  relating  to  the 
possession  of  the  lands  bordering  the  fresh- 
water canal,  ottered  the  most  difficulty,  the 
Sultan's  Government  having  publicly  de- 
clared that  it  should  loose  its  self-respect 
and  forfeit  the  consideration  of  its  neighbors 
if  it  permitted  a  foreign  joint  stock  company 
to  create  colonies  nlmost  independent,  and 
subject  to  the  jurisdiction  of  foreigners,  to  be 
established  on  importaat  points  of  the  Em- 
pire, ami  M.  de  Lesseps  having  been  so  rash 
as  tosav  in  his  recent  report  that  the  pos- 
session of  this  land  was  necessary  to  the 
company  and  that  the  Emperor's  power 
would  secure  it  to  them.  This  difficult/, 
however,  is  now  surmounted,  and  the  compa- 
ny will  abandon  the  lands  in  question,  re- 
ceiving their  value  in  money  Irom  the  Vice- 
roy. 

"Diplomatic,  sentimental  and  physical  ar- 
guments against  the  canal,  real  and  unreal, 
have  thus  been  forced  to  yield,  and  we  may 
expect  that  the  worfc  will  go  rapidly  forward 
tocompleuon  until  the  modern  world  shall 
witness  the  renewal  of  direct  commercial 
intercourse  between  the  great  waters  of 
the  East  and  those  of  the  Western  hemis 
pbere."

The  linttle  of  [He  Engineers. 

The  contest  now  going  on  at  Charleston 
between  two  of  the  best,  if  not  absolutely 
the  two  best  engineers  in  their  respective 
armies,  is  extremely  interesting  in  every 
point  of  view,  beside  thnt  which  concerns 
itself  with  the  national  bearing  of  the  re 
suit.  It  is  universally  admitted  that  if 
Beauregard  is  good  for  anything  in  the  way 
of  generalship,  it  is  ns  an  engineer.  And 
he  probably  is  very  accomplished  and  in- 
genious in  that  lino  of  service.  His  actual 
exploits  thus  tar  are  not  proofs  of  great 
originality,  as  perhaps  the  occasions  did 
not  call  lor  it,  but  they  show  no  defects  in 
his  claim  to  be  a  first  class  engineer.  But 
Gen.  Gilmore,  in  bis  reduction  of  Fort  Pu 
laski,  demonstrated  highly  original  and  bril- 
liant qualities.  What  he  accomplished  in 
that  case  is  well  known,  but  the  following 
statement  by  the  Philadelphia  North  Amer- 
ican of  the  immense  barriers  of  routine  opin- 
ion which  he  hud  the  boldness  to  attack  and 
demolish  at  the  same  time,  best  shows  what 
stuff  the  man  is  made  of.

Fort  Delaware,  August  19, 1863. 
Having  been  prisoners  at  this  fort  for  near- 
ly one  month,  and  beinz  in  attendance  upon 
the  sick  Confederate  prisoners  every  morn 
ing,  and  thereby  enabled  to  judge  ol  their 
situation,  we  the  undersigned,  Surgeons  of 
the  Confederate  States  Army,  would  respect- 
fully ask  to  make  the  following  statement 
in  regard  to  to  the  health  of  the  prisoners, at 
this  place  : 

On  a  careful  examination  of  the  official 
list  of  deaths,  we  find  from  July  1,-1863,  to 
Vugust  19,  1863,  one  hundred  and  eighty 
deaths,  making  an  average  ol  less  than  four 
perday,  which  taking  into  consideration  the 
large  amount  of  prisoners  confined  here, 
I  here  being  nearly  ten  thousand,  is  exceed- 
ingly small. 

1  n  justice  to  the  officer  commanding  this 
post,  we  would  beg  leave  to  slate  that  every- 
thing in  his  power  to  add  to  the  comfort  ol 
these  prisoners  is  being  done  The  sick  are 
cared  lor  as  well  as  possible,  and  new  bos 
pitals  built  for  the  accommodation  of  more 
They  are  not  compelled  to  drink  water  from 
the  ditches,  as  is  reported,  but  water  suf- 
ficient to  supply  the  island  is  brought  here 
by  boats  twice  daily  from  a  distance,  besides 
ihesupply  of  rain  water  constantly  on  hand 
The  barracks  are  being  kept  as  comfortable 
as  can  be  expected  under  the  circumstances.

CIRCULAR  NO.  78. 

As  the  undersigned  has  been  led  to  fear 
that  the  law  regulating  ihe  draft  was  not 
wholly  understood,  notwithstanding  the  nu- 
merous explanatory  circulars  thai  have  been 
issued  from  ihe  national  capital  of  late,  he 
hereby  issues  a  circularof  his  own  ;  and  if  he 
shall  suoceed  in  making  this  favorite  meas- 
ure more  clear  to  a  discerning  public,  be  will 
feel  that  "he  his  not  lived  in  vain: 

I.  A  Young  man  who  is  drafted  and  inad- 
vertantly gues  to  Canada,  where  he  becomes 
embroiled  with  a  robust  English  parly,  who 
knocks  him  around  so  as  to  disable  him  for 
life,  the  same  occurring  in  a  licensed  bar 
roout  on  British  soil,  such  a  young  man  can- 
not receive  a  pension  on  account  of  said  in- 
juries from  the  United  States  Government, 
nor  can  his  beirs  or  creditors. 

II.  No  drafted  man,  in  going  lo  ihe  ap 
pointed  rendezvous,  will  be  permitted  to  go 
round  by  the  way  of  Canada  on  account  of 
the  roads  being  better  that  way  or  because 
his  "uncle  William"  lives  there. 

III.  Any  gentleman  living  in  Ireland,  who 
was  never  in  this  country,  is  not  liable  to  the 
draft,  nor  are  our  forefathers.  This  latter 
statement  is  made  for  the  benefit  of  tho9e  en- 
rolling oflicers,  who  have  acted  on  the  sup- 
position that  theablc-bodied  male  population 
of  a  place  included  dead  gentlemen  in  the 
cemeteries. 

IV.  The  term  of  enlistment  is  for  three 
years,  but  any  man  who  may  have  been 
drafted  in  two  places  has  a  right  to  go  for 
six  years,  whether  the  war  lasts  that  length 
ol  time  or  not — a  right  thisdepartuient  hopes 
lie  will  insist  on. 

V.  The  only  sons  of  a  poor  widow,  whose 
husband  is  in  Calafornia,  are  not  exempt, 
but  the  man  who  owns  stock  in  the  Vermont 
Central  Railroad  is.  So,  also,  are  incessant 
lunatics,  habitual  lecturers,  persons  who 
were  born  with  wooden  legs  or  false  teeth. 
Blind  men  (unless  they  will  acknowledge 
iliat  ihev  "can  see  it,")  and  people  who  de- 
liberately voted  for  John  Tyler. 

VI.  No  drafted  man  can  claim  exemption 
on  the  grounds  that  he  has  several  children 
whom  he  supports  and  who  do  not  bear  his 
name,  or  live  in  the  same  house  with  him 
and  who  have  never  been  introduced  to  his 
wile,  but  who,  on  the  contrary,  are  endowed 
with  various  mothers,  and  "live  round."

The  refreshing  in- 
iluence  of  water  applied  to  the  lace,  neck, 
hands  and  arms,  is  a  matter  of  general  ex- 
perience.

As  Fome  diversity  ot  opinion  exists  as  to

Be  it  emitted  by  the  General  1  n/«m  of  the  Com- 
monwealth of  Kentucky:  That  hereal ter  the  stated 
biennial  meetings  of  the  General  Assembly  of 
the  Commonwealth  of  Kentucky,  shall  coiumeuce 
un  the  lirst  Monday  of  December. 

Approved  March  10,  1S50. 

At  the  May  railed  session  of  I86t,  'he  fol. 
lowing  act  was  passed,  which  only  applies  to 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly  for

CHAPTER  iJ. 
AN  ACT  to  change  the  time  appointed  by  law  for 
the  meeting  of  the  General  Assembly. 

Whkr£as,  In  tho  preseut  unsettled  condition  of 
the  country,  it  is  important  that  the  uext  Gene- 
ral Assembly,  nearly  all  tbe  members  of  which 
will  ho  fresh  from  the  people,  should  convene  at 
as  early  a  day  as  practicable  alter  the  August  eleo 
tion;  therefore,

Morris  Island,  S.  C,  August 24. 
Major  tieneral  Halloek : 

Sir:  1  have  the  honor  to  report  the  prac- 
tical demolition  of  Fort  Sumpter  as  the  re- 
sult of  our  seven  d  i\  .  bombardment  of  that 
work,  including  two  days  01  which  a  power- 
ful northeasl  storm  most  seriously  diminish - 
ed  accuracy  and  effect  of  our  lire. 

Fort  Sumpter  is  to  day  a  shapeless  and 
harmless  mass  of  ruins  My  chief  of  artil- 
lery, Col.  J.  M.  Turner,  reports  its  demoli- 
tion so  far  complete  that  it  is  no  longer  ot 
any  avail  in  the  delense  of  Charleston.  He 
also  says  that  by  longer  tire  it  could  be  made 
more  completely  a  ruined  mass  of  broken 
masonry,  but  could  scarcely  be  more  power- 
less lor  the  defense  o(  the  harbor 

Breaching  batteries  were  located  at  dis- 
tances verging  between  3,330 and  4,240  yards 
from  the  work  aud  now  remain  as  efficient 
as  ever 

I  deem  it  unnecessary  at  present  to  contin- 
ue the  tire  upon  the  ruins  of  Sumpter.  I 
have  aUo,  at  great  labor  and  under  heavy 
lire  from  Jam**  Island,  established  batteries 
on  my  left  within  effective  range  ot  the 
heart  of  Charleston,  and  have  opened  with 
them  after  giving  Gen.  Beauregard  due  no- 
tice of  my  intention  to  do  so.  My  notifica- 
tion to  General  Beauregard,  his  reply  there- 
to and  a  threat  of  retaliation,  together  with 
my  rejoinder,  have  been  transmitted  to  the 
army  headquarters 

The  projectiles  from  my  batteries  entered 
the  city,  and  General  Beauregard  himseli 
designates  them  as  the  most  destructive  mis- 
siles ever  used  in  war 

The  report  of  my  Chief  of  Artillery  and 
an  accurate  sketch  of  the  ruin  ot  Sumpter,  ta- 
ken at  12  Ha  yesterday,  six  hours  before  we 
ceased  firing,  are  herewith  transmitted. 
I  am,  very  respectfully.
